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Moss Point woman forms support group for grieving parents 
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Moss Point woman forms support group for grieving parents

MOSS POINT, MS (WLOX) - A Moss Point mother is on a mission to help grieving parents who have 
lost their children to gun violence or other tragedies. 


Nothing could have prepared Tamara Nettles to hear that her son was killed. People sent flowers and 
condolences but it wasn’t enough to mend her broken spirit. 


“You can say, ‘I know how you feel but have never experienced that,” Nettles said. 


Nettles recently moved from San Diego to Moss 
Point. Once she arrived in South Mississippi, she 
quickly learned that other parents in the area were 
also grieving over their own children who had been 
murdered. 


“Tm not the first, I’m not going to be the last,” 
Nettles said. 


Nettles wanted to create a place of healing for 
those parents. That’s led her to start a grief 
support group to help parents who have lost their 


children to violent crimes. Her goal: to let those 
parents know that they don’t have to suffer alone.

“] don’t want another mother or another family to go through that because that’s a pain that never 
ever goes away,” said Nettles. 


She continued: “They have to learn how to live a new normal and that new normal is very rough.” 
When her son Albert was killed, Nettles said she didn’t leave the bed for almost a year and half. She 
knows that being outside can be some of the best medicine to help a parent get through a painful 


situation like losing a child. 


“When something like this happens, you don’t want to be around people,” she said. "You don’t want 
to exist.” 


However, part of overcoming that overwhelming grief is by surrounding yourself with people who 
care, which is why she intends to have as many public outings with her support group as possible. 


At Albert’s funeral, and to her surprise, Nettles learned that he had been doing good deeds for people 
around San Diego before he died. Nettles said she felt it was her duty to continue his work. 


Nettles is now dedicating her free time to this cause so that others parents will not have to feel alone. 


“T would be a 24 hour contact for them if they need me,” said Nettles. 


Nettles says she still has her sad days but with the support of her family and this group, she knows 
everything will be okay.
